1 . The Amendment filed 1 2/28/09 and Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-9 of the 
Remarks, filed 12/28/2009, with respect to claim 1 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In Claim 1 , line 4, delete "can be". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -3, 5, 9-1 3, 1 6-1 8 and 21 -23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In Regards to 
base claim 1 , the prior art fails to disclose in combination with other limitations of the 
claims, a cylindrical element that twisted to create a striction zone having a transverse 
compression deformable body applied to the inner wall of the cylindrical element that 
has a thickness greater than the thickness of the cylindrical element.

5. The cited references Mialhe (2003/0153935 A1 ), Baker et al. (4,705,518), Haber 
et al. (US 4,401,107), taken singly or in combination do not anticipate or make obvious 
applicant's claimed invention.
